March  8,  1988 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Bath  was  held  March  8,  1988  (Tuesday) 
at  the  Congregational  Church  Vestry.  The  Moderator,  Tom  Rappa,  called  the  meeting  to 
order  at  7PM  and  thanked  the  voters  for  coming  and  explained  why  the  meeting  had  to 
change  from  the  Town  Hall.  The  Moderator  then  proceeded  to  read  the  Warrant  in  its  entirety 
and  its  Certification  of  Posting.  He  also  explained  that  we  would  be  using  the  Common 
Rules  of  Procedure  and  asked  every  speaker  to  identify  themselves.  Each  Article  was  acted 
upon  individually. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  two  years,  a  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector,  a 
Treasurer,  an  Auditor  for  one  year,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  two  Library  Trustees 
for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years,  a  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist 
for  six  years  and  other  necessary  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

MODERATOR  for  TWO  YEARS 

Steven  Locke  nominated  Tom  Rappa,  seconded  by  David  Murphy.  William  Minot  made  a 
motion  to  close  nominations  and  that  the  Clerk  cast  1  ballot  for  Tom  Rappa  as  Moderator. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.  Town  Clerk  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TOWN  CLERK-TAX  COLLECTOR  for  1  YEAR 

Andy  Magrauth  nominated  Beverly  Woods,  seconded  by  Bob  Callender.  Ernie  Roy  made 
the  motion  that  nominations  close  and  that  the  Moderator  cast  1  ballot  for  Beverly  Woods 
as  Town  Clerk-Tax  Collector  for  1  year,  seconded  by  Arthur  Joy.  Motion  carried  and  the 
ayes  prevailed.  Moderator  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TREASURER  for  1  YEAR 

Ernie  Roy  nominated  Alden  Minot,  seconded  by  Dianne  Rappa.  Paul  Stimson  made  the  motion 
to  close  nominations  and  that  the  Clerk  cast  1  ballot  for  Alden  Minot  as  Treasurer  for  1 
year,  seconded  by  Andy  Magrauth.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.  The  Clerk 
administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

AUDITOR  for  1  YEAR 

Richard  Schulenburg  nominated  Andy  Magrauth,  seconded  by  Dianne  Rappa.  Alden  Minot 
made  the  motion  to  close  nominations  and  to  instruct  the  Clerk  to  cast  1  ballot  for  Andy 
Magrauth  as  Auditor  for  1  year,  seconded  by  Dianne  Rappa.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed.  Clerk  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

ONE  SELECTMAN  for  3  YEARS 

Valerie  Elliott  nominated  Linda  Wright,  seconded  by  Roberta  Phelps.  Steven  Locke  nominated 
Steven  Locke,  seconded  by  David  Murphy.  Don  KoUisch  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question, 
seconded  by  Alden  Minot.  Voters  proceeded  to  Ballot.

TWO  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES  for  3  YEARS 

Louise  Roy  nominated  Beverly  Shaw,  seconded  by  Edna  Stein.  Paul  Stimson  made  the  motion, 
seconded  by  Ernie  Roy,  to  close  nominations  and  cast  1  ballot  for  Beverly  Shaw  for  Library 
Trustee  for  Three  Years.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.  Clerk  administered  the 
Oath  of  Office. 

Beverly  Shaw  nominated  Joan  Magrauth,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  Alden  Minot  made 
the  motion,  seconded  by  Bob  Callender,  to  close  nominations  and  instruct  the  Clerk  to  cast 
1  ballot  for  Joan  Magrauth  for  Library  Trustee  for  Three  Years.  Motion  carried  and  ayes 
prevailed.  Clerk  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

TRUSTEE  of  the  TRUST  FUNDS 

Roger  Fournier  nominated  Ben  Harrington,  seconded  by  Ernie  Roy.  Don  Kollisch  made  the 

motion,  seconded  by  Bob  Callender,  to  close  nominations  and  instruct  the  Clerk  to  cast  1 

ballot  for  Ben  Harrington  for  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 

prevailed. 

SUPERVISOR  of  the  CHECKLIST  for  6  YEARS 

Velma  Ide  announced  that  she  chose  not  to  be  re-elected  and  nominated  Fran  Wilkins,  seconded 
by  Abby  Brinker.  Ernie  Roy  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Bob  Callender,  to  close  nominations 
and  instruct  the  Clerk  to  cast  1  ballot  for  Fran  Wilkins  as  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist  for 
Six  Years.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed.  Clerk  administered  the  Oath  of  Office. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  hear  the  reports  of  officers  and  agents  heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Ray  Burton,  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed. 
Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  how  much  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for 
Town  Officers'  salaries  and  expenses;  for  repairs;  maintenance  and  construction  of  highways 
and  bridges;  support  of  the  poor;  Town  Library;  for  old  age  assistance;  for  the  protection 
of  the  public  and  all  other  necessary  Town  Charges  and  expenses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Ernie  Roy  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  William  Minot  to  accept  the  budget  of  $296,842.00. 
Don  Kollisch  inquired  if  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Littleton  Hospital,  Cottage  Hospital  Ambulance 
and  North  Country  Home  Health  got  their  usual  amounts.  Dianne  Rappa  gave  the  breakdown. 

Cottage  Hospital:  $200.00 

Littleton  Hospital:  200.00 

North  Country  Home  Health:  1684.00 

Ambulance:  1000.00 

Gene  Roinick  inquired  if  this  budget  would  raise  taxes.  Bob  Callender  explained  that  we 
would  not  know  our  tax  rate  until  the  state  issued  it  based  on  this  Town  Meeting.  Dianne 
Rappa  said  that  the  School  Meeting  would  have  an  effect  also. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Reggie  Smith,  to  move  the  question.  Motion 
carried  and  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  real  estate 
acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector's  Deeds,  by  public  auction  or  by  advertised 
sealed  bid  or  by  such  other  methods  the  Selectmen  deem  just  and  proper. 


Marjorie  Cowles  made  the  motion,  seconded  by  Harry  Lackie,  to  Accept  the  Article  as  printed. 
Randall  Burt  asked  whether  it  would  affect  Article  15.  Marge  Cowles  explained  that  Article 
4  was  to  sell  real  estate  and  Article  15  to  limit  tax  liens  to  the  Town.  Reggie  Smith  made 
the  motion,  seconded  by  William  Minot,  to  move  the  question.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Alden  Minot  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Beverly  Woods. 
Reggie  Smith  made  the  motion  to  move  the  Article,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  for,  accept,  and  expend  such 
Federal,  State  or  other  Governmental  unit  or  private  source  of  funding  which  becomes 
available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95B. 

Reginald  Smith  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Andy  Magrauth. 
Velma  Ide  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Esther  Cowles.  Motion  carried 
and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $277.78 
(plus  interest)  for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  for  the  acquisition  of  the  new  Road  Maintenance 
Equipment  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  this  sum  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

Ernie  Roy  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Alden  Minot.  Alden 
Minot  explained  that  the  $277.78  was  what  was  left  in  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 
There  are  not  going  to  anymore  of  these  funds  available  and  in  order  to  close  out  the  account, 
the  taxpayers  have  to  vote  on  it. 

Reginald  Smith  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Ernie  Roy.  Motion  carried 
and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $7,500.00 
for  the  capital  reserve  fund,  for  the  acquisition  of  the  new  road  maintenance  equipment 
as  authorized  in  Chapter  35  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  John  Lees. 
Pat  Glowa  inquired  if  the  Town  had  any  specific  equipment  in  mind  and  how  the  total  could 
be  spent.  Bob  Callender  explained  that  there  was  nothing  specific  at  this  time  but  that  the 
loader  was  getting  old  and  that  the  voters  would  have  to  vote  to  spend  it. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Alden  Minot.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000.00 
for  the  Bath  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  renovation  or  replacement 
of  the  Bath  Fire  Station. 

Abby  Brinker  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Ernie  Roy. 
Andy  Magrauth  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Roger  Fournier.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 


ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $55,000.00  for 
the  renovation  and  extraordinary  repair  of  the  Swiftwater  Covered  Bridge  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  $55,000.00  under  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  and  to  accept  and 
expend  any  donations  or  other  funds  available  for  the  project. 

Dianne  Rappa  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Richard 
Goldwaithe. 

Selectman  Rappa  explained  that  due  to  State  inspection  of  the  Swiftwater  bridge,  it  was 
recommended  that  it  be  closed  because  the  upstream  and  downstream  arches  and  cords 
as  well  as  some  of  the  cross  pieces  were  no  longer  capable  of  much  weight  bearing.  The 
Selectmen  had  Milton  Grayton  inspect  it  as  well  and  the  recommendation  was  that  the  load 
limit  be  reduced  to  3  tons  and  that  it  be  limited  to  passenger  cars. 

Dianne  Rappa  said  that  Grayton's  estimate  was  $285,000.00  for  restoration  and  $55,000.00 
to  repair  it  well  enough  to  last  4-5  years  when  the  restoration  could  be  done.  The  $55,000.00 
would  be  deducted  from  that  total  amount.  The  work  could  be  done  the  end  of  April  and 
would  take  about  2  months. 

The  State  estimate  was  $500,000.00,  and  Town's  share  to  be  $125,000.00  but  they  could  not 
get  to  it  for  4-5  years.  Their  temporary  solution  was  to  install  a  Bailey  Bridge  but  this 
would  cost  $75,00.00  to  install  it  and  take  it  out  and  cost  $6,800.00  per  year  for  rental. 

The  tax  impact  of  the  Grayton  solution  would  be  33  cents/$l,000.00  starting  in  January 
1989  and  that  there  might  also  be  bridge  aid,  foundations,  and  fund  raising  contributions. 

Comments  were  made  regarding  the  quality  of  State  inspections  and  how  long  the  problem 
had  been  going  on.  Betty  Minot  stressed  that  the  Load  limits  and  fines  should  be  strictly 
enforced.  She  was  assured  that  Arthur  Joy  and  the  Nelsons  were  doing  that.  There  was 
some  discussion  to  install  an  arch  to  limit  load  size.  The  Selectmen  said  the  bottom  line 
was  that  if  this  Article  was  defeated,  the  Bridge  would  be  closed  tomorrow. 

Alden  Minot  made  the  motion  to  move  the  question,  seconded  by  Harry  Lackie.  Voters 
proceeded  to  ballot.

Ayes  declared  winner  and  the  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commission  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  by  RSA  36-A;5  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $750.00  to  said  fund. 

Harry  Burgess  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Richard 
Goldwaithe,  who  felt  that  it  was  a  good  idea  to  save  money  to  buy  land  for  conservation. 
Dave  Murphy  asked  whether  this  was  Town  or  State  and  it  was  explained  that  it  had  no 
connection  with  the  State.  He  also  commented  that  $750.00  was  not  very  much  money.  It 
was  explained  that  hopefully  the  Fund  would  slowly  grow.  Stan  Brinker  asked  what  the 
Conservation  Commission  was  and  Judy  Tumosa  explained  that  it  was  responsible  for 
conservation  concerns;  to  inventory  our  resources,  determine  possible  areas  to  protect  and 
to  develope  possible  projects.  The  money  was  to  attend  workshops  and  for  administrative 
costs.  William  Minot  added  that  it  administers  Town  owned  property  and  manages  natural 
resources. 


Ernie  Roy  commented  that  Capital  Reserve  Funds  cannot  be  spent  without  a  vote  by  the 
Town.  It  was  explained  that  the  next  Article  would  clarify  how  the  money  would  be  spent. 
Dianne  Rappa  amended  her  motion  to  remove  "Capital  Reserve",  seconded  by  Dave  Murphy. 
Dianne  Rappa  withdrew  her  first  amendment. 

Ernie  Pratt  questioned  the  need  for  a  Town  Conservation  Commission.  William  Minot 
explained  that  it  would  go  further  than  the  State  by  being  specifically  for  Bath.  William 
Schulz  commented  that  the  local  eye  is  better  as  in  the  case  of  the  bridge.  Dianne  Rappa 
made  a  second  ammendment  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve 
Fund,  to  raise  $750.00,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  expend  the  funds".  This  was  seconded, 
but  Don  KoUisch  said  that  the  Conservation  Commission  should  be  funded  first  and  then 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established. 

Marjorie  Cowles  said  that  the  $750.00  had  been  budgeted  but  then  switched  to  an  Article 
so  that  any  unexpended  funds  would  not  go  back  into  the  General  Fund.  Motion  was  made 
to  move  the  question  by  a  show  of  hands  and  it  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  Yes  37  -  No 
55. 

Another  ammendedment  was  made  to  read  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  Vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  $750.00  for  the  Conservation  Commission  operating  expenses  and  to  establish 
a  Capital  Reserve  Fund-residual  to  revert  to  this  fund  for  land  purchases  by  vote  of  the 
Town",  seconded  by  Florence  Woods.  This  ammendement  was  also  withdrawn. 

William  Minot  then  made  a  motion  to  raise  and  appropriate  $750.00  for  the  operating  expenses 
of  the  Conservation  Commission.  This  was  seconded,  motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  private  donations 
of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  to  be  deposited  into  the  Conservation  Fund  for  the  purposes 
of  contributing  to  the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring  conservation  land  or 
interest  in  the  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent  conservation  use 
under  State  or  Federal  matching  funds  for  the  purposes  of  acquisition  of  the  fee  or  lesser 
interest  in  conservation  land.  Said  appropriated  or  donated  funds  and  State  matching  funds 
may  be  expended  by  majority  vote  of  the  Conservation  Commission. 

Ernie  Roy  made  a  motion  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  accept  private 
donations  of  land,  interest  in  land  or  money  to  be  deposited  into  the  Conservation  Fund 
for  the  purposes  of  contributing  to  the  local  matching  portion  required  for  acquiring 
conservation  land  or  interest  in  the  land  and  other  costs  associated  therewith  for  permanent 
conservation  use  under  State  or  Federal  matching  funds  for  the  purposes  of  acquisition  of 
the  fee  or  lesser  interest  in  conservation  land.  Said  appropriated  or  donated  funds  and  State 
matching  funds  may  be  expended  at  a  public  Town  Meeting",  seconded  by  Alden  Minot 
who  stated  that  land  acquisition  should  be  by  vote  of  the  entire  town. 

Marjorie  Cowles  noted  that  without  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  there  would  be  no  way  of 
accepting  contributions.  Don  Kollisch  made  a  motion  to  establish  a  Conservation  Commission 
Capital  Reserve  Fund  under  RS  A  36-A;5,  seconded  by  Andy  Magrauth  but  this  was  withdrawn. 

Richard  Schulenburg  asked  whether  if  we  were  offered  contributions,  could  we  have  a  special 
meeting  to  then  establish  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Betty  Minot  asked  whether  the  Selectmen 
could  create  the  fund  themselves.  Dianne  Rappa  moved  the  question,  motion  carried  and 
the  ayes  prevailed. 


ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $5,000.00  for  the 
installation  of  a  dry  hydrant  in  the  Village  of  Bath  and  any  improvements  necessary  to 
its  operations  by  the  Bath  Volunteer  Fire  Department. 

Abby  Brinker  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  William  Minot. 
Abby  Brinker  gave  a  brief  history  and  explanation  of  hydrant  plans.  Ernie  Roy  questioned 
the  location  of  the  hydrant  and  the  long  range  plans.  Stan  Brinker  explained  the  immediate 
need  for  the  hydrant.  Further  questions  by  Reggie  Smith  and  Velma  Ide  were  answered 
by  William  Minot.  Andy  Magrauth  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  Motion 
carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  voters  of  Bath  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,250.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  replacement  water  tank  for  the  IWl  Tanker  for  the  Bath  Volunteer 
Fire  Department. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Randall  Burt. 
Dianne  Rappa  questioned  the  price  which  was  $14,000  for  a  brand  new  tank  but  only  $10,250.00 
if  the  old  fittings  were  used.  Gary  Peters  questioned  the  possibility  of  using  a  stainless  steel 
milk  tank.  William  Minot  explained  the  necessity  of  having  a  proper  baffling  system  to 
reduce  the  water  shifting  at  high  speeds.  William  Minot  moved  the  question,  seconded  by 
R.  Goldwaithe.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes  prevailed. 

ARTICLE  15  "Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86  for  a  real  estate  lien 
procedure?  These  statutes  provide  that  tax  sales  to  private  individuals  for  nonpayment  of 
property  taxes  on  real  estate  are  replaced  with  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  under  which 
only  a  municipality  or  county  where  the  property  is  located  or  the  state  may  acquire  a  tax 
lien  against  land  and  buildings  for  unpaid  taxes." 

Dianne  Rappa  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  William  Minot. 
Reggie  Smith  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  Motion  carried  and  the  ayes 
prevailed. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Planning  Board,  in  accordance 
with  RSA  674:23,  to  impose  a  one  ((1)  year  moratorium  on  any  subdivisions  in  the  Town 
of  Bath  effective  upon  an  affirmative  vote  (by  Ballot). 

Velma  Ide  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Dianne  Rappa. 
Velma  Ide  explained  that  due  to  the  tremendous  growth  that  the  Town  was  experiencing, 
the  Planning  Board  was  having  trouble  doing  their  administrative  work  on  the  existing 
applications  and  developing  land  use  regulations  to  incorporate  into  the  Master  Plan.  The 
Town  had  given  them  the  Master  Plan  to  guide  them  and  now  they  needed  time  to  use 
it  in  developing  subdivision  regulations.  Mr  Burgess  questioned  whether  it  could  be  changed 
to  postpone  only  large  subdivisions.  William  Minot  commented  that  the  Planning  Board  had 
a  lot  of  work  to  do  and  that  the  postponement  would  not  hurt  anyone.  Randall  Burt  said 
that  the  members  are  all  volunteers  and  that  they  needed  to  learn  more  in  order  to  do  a 
good  job.  Dianne  Rappa  added  that  there  are  a  lot  of  new  Planning  Board  members  and 
that  once  the  new  regulations  are  in  effect  and  everyone  is  familiar  with  the  process,  it 
will  expedite  application  processing. 


William  Minot  moved  the  question,  seconded.

ARTICLE  17  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  install  a  sprinkler  system  in  the  Bath 
Bridge  ($10,000.00).  Funds  to  come  from  the  remainder  of  the  Contingency  Fund  from  the 
Bridge  Bond  and  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  the  Town. 

Andy  Magrauth  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  printed,  seconded  by  Ray  Burton. 
Andy  Magrauth  provided  the  background,  describing  the  incidence  of  fires  in  Covered  Bridges 
and  the  difficulty  of  successfully  fighting  a  fire  when  it  is  impossible  to  have  apparatus 
at  both  sides.  He  explained  that  there  was  still  $7,000  in  the  emergency  fund  for  the  bridge 
so  that  we  would  only  have  to  raise  $2,200.00.  Ernie  Roy  stated  he  thought  it  would  be 
a  waste  of  money.  Gary  Peters  questioned  how  it  would  work  and  Stan  Brinker  explained 
that  it  could  be  activated  by  1  fire  fighter  hooking  the  pumper  up  to  the  standpipe.  Andy 
Magrauth  further  commented  on  the  time  factor.  Marg  Cowles  stated  that  the  Selectmen 
were  looking  into  Insurance  and  Dianne  Rappa  said  that  we  could  definitely  get  Bridge 
Insurance  through  the  Hadlock  Agency  but  that  it  would  have  an  extremely  high  deductible. 
There  were  2  ballot  votes.  The  first  was  declared  invalid  because  the  number  of  ballots 
did  not  equal  the  number  of  people  checked  off  on  the  checklist.

The  motion  was  defeated. 

ARTICLE  18:        To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

Bob  Hatch  asked  about  the  possibility  of  mailing  the  Town  Reports  as  had  been  done  in 
the  past.  Dianne  Rappa  said  that  it  would  cost  approximately  $258.00-$300.00.  A  motion 
was  made  to  mail  them  5  days  before  Town  Meeting  but  no  vote  could  be  taken  because 
it  was  explained  that  no  money  articles  could  be  acted  upon  under  this  Article. 

Beverly  Woods  explained  that  the  $7,000  could  be  applied  to  the  Bond. 

A  motion  was  made  to  thank  Velma  Ide  for  24  years  of  Supervisor  of  the  Checklist.  There 
was  a  standing  ovation.  Betty  Minot  stated  that  Jean  Chamberlin  had  resigned  from  the 
Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  and  that  another  one  should  be  appointed.  Applause  followed 
for  her  years  of  service.  Dianne  Rappa  made  a  motion  to  thank  Marg  Cowles-applause  followed. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  11:05PM. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

June  29,  1988 


A  special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Bath  Congregational  Church  Vestry  at  7  PM  with 
Moderator  Thomas  Rappa.  Mr.  Rappa  introduced  himself  and  proceeded  to  explain  that 
this  was  in  actuality  two  special  Town  Meetings-one  at  7:00  and  another  to  follow  at  7:30. 

He  also  explained  that  the  first  Article  was  being  voted  on  because  of  a  technicality  in  the 
posting  of  the  March  1988  Town  Meeting. 

ARTICLE  1  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  the  vote  taken  under  Article  10  of 
the  warrant  for  the  1988  annual  town  meeting  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $55,000 
to  renovate  and  make  extraordinary  repairs  to  the  Swiftwater  Bridge  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  $55,000  under  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  to  meet  that  appropriation. 
(Ballot) 

Moderator  read  the  Article  in  its  entirety  to  the  voters.  Dianne  Rappa  made  the  motion 
to  accept  the  Article  as  written,  seconded  by  Stephen  Whitney. 

Discussion  followed  with  an  explanation  that  this  was  merely  to  make  it  legal  for  the  Bond 
Bank  since  the  original  March  Town  Meeting  had  not  been  legally  posted.  A  favorable  2/ 
3  vote  would  confirm  and  ratify  this  Article. 

A.  Paul  Stimson  asked  for  a  description  of  the  extraordinary  repairs  to  be  made.  Bob  Callender 
explained  that  the  State  had  been  threatening  to  close  it  for  the  last  three  years  because 
of  the  dry  rot  in  the  timbers.  The  $55,000  would  keep  it  open  to  cars  under  3  tons  until 
the  major  repairs  could  be  made.  Paul  Stimson  questioned  what  the  temporary  repairs  would 
be  and  Bob  Calllender  explained  that  the  repairs  as  well  as  the  money  would  be  put  towards 
the  complete  repair  job  which  was  estimated  at  $280,000.00.  Paul  Stimson  questioned  whether 
the  temporary  repairs  would  open  it  to  heavier  loads  but  that  would  not  happen  until  after 
the  complete  repair. 

Steve  Locke  questioned  whether  there  might  be  some  recourse  against  the  state  since  they 
did  some  work  8-10  years  ago  but  William  Minot  said  all  they  did  was  to  plank  the  roadway. 

James  Hann  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  Dianne  Rappa 

The  voters  proceeded  to  cast  their  paper  ballots.

James  Lackie  made  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Rita  Lackie.  The  ayes 
prevailed  and  the  meeting  adjourned  at  7:29. 
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SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

June  29,  1988 


A  second  special  Town  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Bath  Congregational  Church  Vestry  on 
June  29.  1988  at  7:30. 

Thomas  Rappa  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  proceeded  to  read  the  Article  in  its  entirety. 
He  then  stepped  down  as  Moderator  because  of  a  potential  conflict  of  interest  and  turned 
the  meeting  over  to  Andrew  Magrauth. 

ARTICLE  1  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  totally  discontinue,  throw-up,  relinquish 
and  abandon  all  interests  of  the  Town  therein  in  Clough  Road  beginning  at  the  Filicioto 
house  and  ending  at  the  Filicioto/Stevens  property  line  pursuant  to  RSA  231:43. 

Ben  Harrington  made  the  motion  to  accept  the  Article  as  written,  seconded  by  James  Hann. 

Steven  Locke  asked  what  RSA  231:43  said  and  Tom  Rappa,  representing  Jerry  Filicioto, 
explained  that  it  entitled  Class  4,  5  and  6  roads  maybe  discontinued  by  a  vote  of  the  Town 
except  where  it  concerned  a  Town  Water  source  which  did  not  apply  in  this  case.  When 
the  Public  right-of-way  is  discontinued,  the  land  reverts  back  to  the  original  land  owners 
to  the  center  of  the  road.  Steve  Locke  questioned  but  was  told  that  there  were  no  time- 
owned  requirements  as  far  as  Tom  Rappa  knew. 

William  Minot  stated  that  the  Municipal  Law  Book  states  that  if  a  road  has  not  had  gates 
or  bars  or  been  denied  usage  for  20  years  then  it  becomes  a  perpetual  right-of-way.  Mr. 
Rappa  said  that  this  refers  to  Common  Law  which  deals  with  private  individuals  not  a  Public 
right-of-way.  Only  the  Selectmen  can  lay  out  a  road  and  only  a  vote  of  the  Town  can  abandon 
it. 

Tom  Rappa  said  that  this  road  came  up  at  the  1948  Town  Meeting  at  which  time  it  was 
discontinued  as  an  open  highway  but  the  exact  intent  is  not  clear  since  it  was  not  abandoned 
at  which  point  the  Town's  liability  ends  nor  did  it  mention  that  it  was  subject  to  gates  and 
bars. 

Jerry  Filicioto  explained  what  his  motivation  was  in  closing  this  road.  He  doesn't  mind  people 
using  it  as  a  recreational  area  as  long  as  they  ask  first-he  just  wants  to  preserve  his  privacy. 

Tom  Woods  stated  that  this  situation  is  similar  to  the  situation  on  the  Dark  Hollow  road 
which  Larry  Gardner  had  given  a  different  opinion  on.  Tom  Woods  feels  that  the  only  place 
to  resolve  this  is  in  Superior  Court. 

Tom  Rappa  agreed  that  the  road  was  probably  closed  in  1948  but  that  there  are  a  lot  of 
conflicting  opinions  by  other  lawyers.  If  we  vote  to  close  the  road,  it  will  all  be  clear  but 
if  we  vote  not  to  close  it,  it  reverts  back  to  the  1948  status  which  is  ambiguous. 

Diana  Ash  brought  up  the  point  that  if  the  road  had  been  abandoned  by  the  Town  in  1948 
there  should  have  been  a  change  in  the  deed.  Randall  Burt  clarified  that  there  should  have 
been  a  change  in  the  taxes  if  the  status  of  the  road  had  changed. 
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Velma  Ide  said  that  the  Planning  Board  was  greatful  that  Mr.  Filicioto  had  not  wanted 
to  subdivide  and  that  she  recommended  abandoning  the  road.  Comments  were  made  by  E. 
Roy,  E.  Dodge,  J.  Filicioto  and  William  Minot  regarding  snowmobilers.  Steven  Locke  stated 
that  he  had  just  purchased  land  back  there  and  did  not  want  to  be  landlocked. 

Fire  Chief  Stan  Brinker  questioned  the  impact  on  Forest  Fire  fighting.  Jerry  Filicioto  stated 
that  there  would  never  be  any  locks  on  the  gates  and  that  his  future  ponds  would  always 
be  available  for  fire  fighting  needs.  E.  Dodge  noted  that  nothing  is  forever  and  what  guarantee 
could  we  have  that  future  owners  would  abide  by  his  wishes.  Mr.  Filicioto  stated  that  a 
living  will  would  guarantee  this. 

Toby  Sperry  moved  the  question,  seconded  by  William  Minot.  Further  discussion  was  needed. 
Diana  Ash  questioned  the  number  of  tax  bills  on  this  property.  Betty  Minot  questioned  how 
many  other  special  meetings  and  road  closings  would  we  be  seeing.  Tom  Woods  questioned 
whether  this  meeting  was  legal-we  need  to  know  the  1948  status. 

Stan  Brinker  asked  for  a  paper  ballot.  Paul  Stimson  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  vote. 
Tom  Rappa  explained  that  a  simple  majority  is  all  that  is  needed  and  that  yes  would  mean 
that  the  road  was  abandoned  and  no  longer  Town  property.  A  no  vote  would  mean  that 
the  road  reverted  back  to  the  1948  status  which  is  ambiguous.  The  voters  proceeded  to  vote.

The  nays  prevailed  and  the  motion  was  defeated. 

William  Minot  made  the  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting,  seconded  by  Tom  Sawyer.  The  ayes 
carried  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  at  8:55.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,000 
for  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  acquisition  of  new  road  maintenance  equipment  as 
authorized  in  Chapter  35  of  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,000 
for  the  Bath  Fire  Department  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  future  renovation  or  replacement 
of  the  Bath  Fire  Station. 
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ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  the  sum  of 
$49,725  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  acquisition  of  new  road  maintenance  equipment 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  front-end  loader. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  the  vote  taken  under  Article  15  of 
the  warrant  for  the  1988  annual  Town  Meeting  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  80:58-86 
for  a  real  estate  tax  lien  procedure  (by  ballot).

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  ended  with  the  completion  of  some  major  projects  for  the  Town  of  Bath. 

Funding  was  obtained  through  a  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  the  installation 
of  a  new  well  and  two  storage  tanks  for  the  Bath  Village  Water  System.  Installation  was 
completed  by  James  Hood  in  October,  and  for  the  first  time  in  several  years,  water  customers 
are  able  to  use  water  outside  their  homes. 

Repair  work  has  been  completed  by  the  Gratons  on  the  Swiftwater  Bridge.  The  load  limit 
remains  3  tons,  but  the  new  center  pier  has  increased  the  safety  of  the  bridge. 

The  B  &  M  Railroad  payments  for  damages  to  the  Bath  Covered  Bridge  were  paid  in 
full  this  year.  The  Town  received  a  total  of  $45,000.00  in  the  suit. 

A  Community  Development  Block  Grant  for  housing  rehabilitation  has  been  applied  for 
with  the  aid  of  the  North  Country  Council.  A  feasibility  study  to  assess  the  needs  of  the 
Town  was  completed  in  1988  and  we  will  hear  about  the  grant  in  April  of  1989. 

In  August,  Bath  celebrated  Old  Home  Day  and  the  re-dedication  of  the  Bath  Village  Covered 
Bridge.  The  Old  Home  Day  Committee  worked  diligently  to  create  a  day  of  fun-filled  activities 
for  all.  Many  thanks  to  all  of  you  who  devoted  so  much  time  and  hard  work  to  make  the 
day  such  a  great  success. 

We  would  also  like  to  thank  everyone  who  has  assisted  the  Selectmen  throughout  the  year.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 

This  summer,  being  as  dry  as  it  was,  enabled  us  to  make  considerable  road  improvements. 
A  much  needed  resurfacing  of  High  Street  was  completed  and  will  save  us  many  hours 
of  cold  patching.  The  High  Street  project  will  also  make  snow  removal  easier.  We  also  paved 
the  gravel  portion  of  Pettyboro  Road  by  the  Lester  Presby  Farm.  This  project  will  save 
many  gradings  of  this  extraordinarily  heavy  traveled  portion  of  road. 

The  Highway  Department  ditched  and  widened  the  gravel  section  of  the  Hill  Road.  We 
also  hauled  approximately  2000  yards  of  crushed  gravel  on  this  section  and  the  short,  muddy 
section  of  Valley  Road.  The  Department  graveled  the  Sherman  Road  in  Swiftwater  and 
the  Swiftwater  end  of  The  Plain  Road  with  6  inches  of  crushed  gravel. 

This  fall  we  ditched  and  widened  from  the  Chrostowski  Farm  to  Rutherford's  property 
in  hopes  of  starting  to  gravel  our  way  into  West  Bath  Road.

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BATH  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

Unfortunately  1988  was  not  as  fire  safe  as  previous  years.  We  had  another  large  grass 
fire  as  well  as  several  woods  fires.  The  unfortunate  aspect  of  these,  was  that  they  were 
preventable  incidents  caused  by  human  error.  We  also  had  2  structure  fires  which  completely 
destroyed  2  homes.  We  cannot  stress  strongly  enough  that  all  heating  systems  be  installed 
and  maintained  properly  and  safely. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  address  a  new  concern  of  ours.  As  the  Town 
continues  to  grow,  people  are  building  new  homes  on  Class  6  -  unmaintained  roads.  The 
State  Fire  Marshall  suggests  Sprinkler  Systems  for  homes  in  these  situations.  In  addition, 
it  would  be  very  helpful  if  new  residents  would  contact  the  Fire  Chief  with  their  locations 
before  we  have  to  find  them  in  an  emergency. 

This  year  we  have  accomplished  some  major  improvements.  We  had  the  repairs  done  on 
1-W-l,  formerly  our  yellow  Tanker.  We  not  only  had  a  new  tank  installed  but  we  were  also 
able  to  have  some  much  needed  body  work  done  as  well  as  repainting  it  red. 

We  also  managed  to  have  the  Fire  Pond  built  thanks  to  the  generosity  of  John  Ray  who 
donated  the  land.  Unfortunately  the  water  supply  did  not  live  up  to  the  expectations  of  SCS. 
Due  to  complications,  we  have  been  unable  to  utilize  the  adjacent  stream  which  would  provide 
us  with  the  necessary  water  supply.  But  thanks  to  Charlie  Diamond  diverting  his  overflow, 
we  actually  have  a  reasonable  water  supply  readily  and  conveniently  available  to  us. 

Our  plans  for  the  new  Fire  Station  are  continuing.  Due  to  an  electrical  inspection,  we 
need  to  start  construction  in  the  next  2  years  or  face  costly  repairs  on  the  existing  station. 
We  have  determined  that  bringing  our  present  station  up  to  good  condition  would  be  extremely 
expensive  and  that  we  would  still  be  hampered  by  inadequate  space.  Our  present  plan  is 
for  a  simple  no-frills  structure  on  the  present  site,  large  enough  to  accomodate  6  trucks 
which  would  allow  for  future  population  growth.  The  upstairs  would  be  gradually  finished 
through  fund  raising  and  perhaps  private  donations. 

We  hope  to  make  the  new  Fire  Station  an  attractive  and  cost-efficient  building  for  the 
Town. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1987  and  June  1988,  we  experienced  more  fires  than  normal.  The  three 
leading  causes  of  forest  fires  were  again  children,  fires  kindled  without  written  permission 
of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  debris  burning.  All  causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with 
your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  Contact 
your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  a  state  timber  harvest  regulation  is  the  responsibility  of  State  Forestry 
officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest  regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest  law  may  be  violated, 
call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Concord  Forest  Protection  Headquarters  at  (603)  271-2217, 
or  local  Forest  Ranger. 

On  January  1,  1989,  the  Deceptive  Forestry  Business  Practices  Law  (RSA  224:54)  goes 
into  effect.  This  law,  in  summary,  states  that  a  person  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  if,  in 
the  course  of  buying  or  selling  a  forest  product,  uses  a  false  weight  or  measure  for  falsely 
determining  any  quality  or  quantity  of  a  forest  product.  For  more  information,  contact  one 
of  the  persons  mentioned  above.

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PLANNING  BOARD 

"Will  there  be  something  for  us  to  vote  on  at  Town  Meeting  next  March?"  As  members 
of  the  Planning  Board  we  have  been  asked  this  question  by  a  number  of  our  townspeople. 
The  answer  is  yes. 

You  will  remember  that  Town  Meeting,  1988  granted  the  Bath  Town  Planning  Board 
a  one  year  moratorium  on  subdivisions  in  order  that  the  Board  might  have  time  to  prepare 
a  land  use  ordinance  for  the  Town.  Despite  the  moratorium,  it  has  been  necessary  to  spend 
the  monthly  meeting  time  on  subdivisions  previously  proposed  and  other  items  needing 
Planning  Board  attention.  Eight  subdivisions  were  finalized  in  1988.  We  also  completed  work 
on  our  first  Excavation  Permit  application.  Building  Permit  applications  were  revised  by 
the  Selectmen  incorporating  Planning  Board  suggestions.  In  addition,  members  have  attended 
various  seminars  relating  to  Planning  issues  and  have  held  meetings  with  the  Bath 
Conservation  Commission  and  the  Grafton  County  Soil  Conservation  Sevice  personnel.  The 
expertise  of  all  who  have  worked  with  us  and  the  support  and  encouragement  of  our  fellow 
townspeople  has  been  most  helpful  and  deeply  appreciated.  With  all  this  activity,  it  soon 
became  apparent  that  a  year  is  a  very  short  time.  In  order  to  complete  our  given  task  in 
the  alloted  year  we  adopted  a  schedule  of  weekly  work  meetings. 

Your  responses  to  the  two  questionnaires  circulated  by  the  Planning  Board  in  previous 
years  were  the  basis  for  the  Town  Master  Plan  adopted  August  19, 1987.  In  turn,  the  proposed 
Land  Use  Regulations  have  been  drafted  in  an  effort  to  implement  the  goals  and  objectives 
of  that  Plan.  Members  of  the  Board  have  spent  countless  hours  in  weekly  meetings  putting 
together  the  various  elements  of  the  proposal.  We  have  used  the  master  Plan  as  a  guide 
and  have  researched  the  zoning  proposals  of  other  towns  large  and  small,  near  and  far. 
In  addition,  we  have  had  assistance  from  the  Regional  Planning  Agency,  the  North  Country 
Council.  We  have  also  had  the  ordinance  reviewed  by  our  attorney  Laurence  F.  Gardner, 
to  assure  legal  conformity  with  the  laws  of  the  land. 

On  January  11,  1989  the  first  Public  Hearing  was  held  to  acquaint  townspeople  with  the 
work  that  had  been  done  and  to  gather  ideas  and  suggestions  for  improvement  as  well  as 
to  answer  questions  that  people  might  have.  A  slide  show  was  presented  by  Esther  Cowles 
representing  the  North  Country  Council  illustrating  the  need  for  land  use  regulations.  It 
is  hoped  by  the  Board  members  that  the  additonal  meetings  to  be  held  will  be  well  attended 
so  that  all  voters  will  be  fully  informed. 

As  this  report  is  being  written,  work  continues  on  refining  the  Land  Use  Zoning  Ordinance. 
Concerns  raised  at  the  first  hearing  are  being  addressed  and  changes  made  to  reflect  the 
desires  expressed  by  the  townspeople.  Following  adoption,  further  changes  can  be  made 
by  your  vote  at  future  Town  Meetings  as  needed. 

We  believe  that  we  are  presenting  a  good  ordinance  that  will  serve  the  Town  well.  In 
the  interests  of  keeping  Bath  as  a  place  where  you  want  to  live,  we  encourage  you  to  vote 
in  favor  of  the  Land  Use  Zoning  Regulations  at  Town  Meeting  on  March  14. 
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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Bath  Conservation  Commission  was  very  active  this  year.  We  became  members  of 
the  NH  Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  (NHACC),  purchased  a  Conservation 
Commission  Handbook  and  received  training  at  the  NHACC  Annual  Meeting  in  Concord 
in  November.  We  used  all  of  this  input  to  develop  our  program  for  the  year. 

The  majority  of  our  time  has  been  spent  on  the  Natural  Resources  Inventory,  with  commission 
members  making  field  trips,  mapping  the  resource  areas  and  writing  the  report.  This  report 
will  be  used  to  target  properties  for  the  Trust  for  NH  Lands/Land  Conservation  Investment 
Program.  This  report  will  also  be  used  as  a  reference  for  the  zoning  regulations. 

Other  activities  included: 

—  Assisting  the  Planning  Board  with  zoning  regulations. 

—  Commenting  on  applications  for  subdivisions,  mining  permits,  wetland  permits  (including 
Swiftwater  Bridge  project)  and  gravel  pit  permits. 

—Working  with  the  DRED  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  District  Forester  on  logging 
job  regulations. 

—Working  with  the  health  officer  on  reports  of  dumping  trash  into  the  Connecticut  River. 

—Contacting  the  Selectmen  about  the  town  forest  management  and  current  use  penalty 
tax  being  used  for  purchase  of  conservation  land. 

— Reporting  on  powerline  environmental  regulation  violations. 

—Reporting  to  NH  Audubon  Society  about  sighting  an  endangered  species. 

We  look  forward  to  another  challenging  year  and  we  welcome  input  from  all.

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.  is  a  not-for-profit  community  service  Agency 
serving  twenty-one  area  communities.  We  are  celebrating  our  eighteenth  year  of  providing 
care  in  the  North  Country.  The  Agency's  services  include  intermittant  Skilled  Nursing  Care, 
Clinics,  Physical,  Speech  and  Occupational  Therapy,  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  and 
Parent-Aide  assistance.  Town  funding  is  used  to  help  provide  these  services  to  individuals 
and  families  who  do  not  have  insurance  or  who  are  only  able  to  afford  to  pay  a  portion 
of  the  cost  of  care.  All  who  receive  care  are  asked  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  that 
care,  if  they  are  able. 

In  1988  the  Agency  expanded  programs  to  include  Respite  Care  for  clients  with  Alzheimer's 
Disease  and  Related  Disorders  and  Adult-In-Home  Day  Care.  Both  programs  are  funded 
by  State/Federal  money  and  client  fees. 

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.  is  proud  to  continue  the  tradition  of  providing 
quality  home  care  started  by  the  Littleton  Community  Nurse  Association  sixty-five  years 
ago.  We  value  the  support  of  the  community  and  commend  each  of  you  for  your  concern 
for  those  in  need  of  Home  Care. 

The  North  Country  Home  Health  Agency  provided  a  total  of  10,175  visits  and  28,658  hours 
of  Adult-In-Home  Care  in  1988.  The  following  service  totals  were  provided  in  Bath  during 
1988:

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 

North  Country  Council  observed  its  sixteenth  year  of  successful  operation  in  1988.  The 
Council,  chartered  under  NH  RSA  36:45,  provides  non-profit  local  and  regional  planning 
assistance  to  member  municipalities.  The  Board  of  Directors  determined  that  last  year's 
work  program  would  focus  on  community  planning,  economic  development,  solid  waste, 
transportation  and  housing.  The  Council  maintains  four  standing  committees  which  monitor 
local  issues  and  determine  Council  policy.  Overall,  the  Council's  major  objective  is  to  work 
with  North  Country  towns  in  solving  local  and  regional  problems. 

In  Bath,  the  Council  provided  a  considerable  amount  of  technical  assistance  to  the  Planning 
Board  including  a  thorough  review  of  the  proposed  zoning  ordinance.  NCC  staff  helped  the 
Town  of  Bath  to  apply  for  a  housing  feasibility  study  grant.  This  grant  was  awarded,  and 
NCC  conducted  housing  surveys  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  determine  housing  rehabilitation 
need.  The  Town  submitted  an  application  in  January  1989  for  a  CDBG  housing  rehabilitation 
grant.  In  addition,  the  Council  assisted  Bath  in  securing  grant  funds  which  were  used  to 
construct  a  new  water  holding  tank.  Work  on  this  project,  completed  during  the  Fall  of 
1988,  was  also  administered  by  NCC.  This  improvement  will  provide  up-graded,  efficient 
service  to  all  Bath  Village  water  users  including  the  recently  renovated  schoolhouse. 

Community  planning  assistance  continues  to  dominate  our  staff  resources.  New  state 
mandates  and  rapid  residential  and  commercial  growth  throughout  the  region  placed  an 
increasing  burden  on  local  planning  and  zoning  boards  in  1988.  Regional  workshops,  technical 
bulletins  and  newsletters,  ordinance  review  and  update,  as  well  as  review  of  specific  subdivision 
and  site  plan  applications  are  a  sampling  of  the  myriad  services  performed  this  year  for 
our  membership.  The  Council  also  co-sponsored  the  popular  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series 
which  reviewed  new  case  law  and  other  specific  areas  of  legal  interest  to  local  officials. 

In  addition,  grant  writing  and  grant  administration  continue  as  important  components 
of  the  Council's  work  program.  Currently,  NCC  staff  members  are  working  in  twelve  towns 
administering  fifteen  Community  Development  Block  Grant  programs.  These  projects  include 
feasibility  studies  for  local  infrastructure  needs,  water  and  sewer  construction  projects  and 
targeted  housing  rehabilitation  programs  for  income  eligible  residents. 

In  summary,  it  is  important  to  understand  that  the  North  Country  Council  is  organized 
and  administered  for  the  benefit  of  its  constituents,  local  town  governments.  Our  future 
success  is,  in  large  part,  contingent  upon  your  participation  in  Council  activities.  We  rely 
on  and  appreciate  involvement  of  town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting 
your  town  this  coming  year.

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RESULTS  OF  THE 
1988  BATH  WARRANT 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Bath  School  District  was  called  to 
order  at  3:10  P.M.  on  March  10,  1988  by  the  Moderator  Richard 
Schulenberg.   The  Warrant  was  read  by  him,  also  the  Certificate  of 
Posting.   The  Moderator  checked  the  official  ballot  box  and  declared 
it  empty.   The  polls  were  then  declared  open  for  the  election  of 
School  District  Officers  as  called  for  in  Articles  1-5.   The 
ballot  clerks  were  Phyllis  Lang  and  Marjorie  Cowles.   The  Super- 
visors of  the  Checklist  present  were  Velma  Ide  and  Marjorie  Burt. 

At  8:05  P.M.  Moderator  Schulenberg  explained  the  rules  of 
conduct  for  the  meeting.   He  requested  that  all  speakers  identify 
themselves  by  name,  and  that  all  motions  be  made  from  an  affirmative 
or  positive  point  of  view.   A  motion  was  made  by  Donald  Kollisch 
that  we  recess  for  10  minutes.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Patricia 
Glowa.   At  8:15  P.M.  Moderator  Richard  Schulenberg  called  the 
meeting  to  order  in  the  Bath  Town  Hall.   Patricia  Glowa  made  the 
following  motion: 

"I  move  that  to  provide  access  for  the  handicapped  and  to  hold 
the  School  District  Meeting  in  the  same  location  as  the  Town  Meeting, 
the  location  be  changed  from  the  Bath  Town  Hall  to  the  Vestry  of 
the  Congregational  Church  in  Bath". 

The  motion  was  seconded  by  Abby  Brinker.   The  voice  vote  was 
affirmative. 

The  Moderator  read  the  Warrant  articles  1-13.   He  explained 
that  in  the  past  we  have  suspended  voting  and  reopened  the  polls 
after  the  remaining  articles  were  acted  upon.   He  said  that  he  was 
no  longer  going  to  continue  this  practice,  and  that  we  would  act  on 
all  Warrant  Articles  in  the  order  they  were  printed.   People  who 
had  not  yet  voted  were  given  the  opportunity  to  do  so.   Reginald 
Smith  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  to  close  the  polls.   On 
voice  vote  the  ayes  carried  the  motion,  and  the  polls  were  closed  at 
8:25  P.M. 

ARTICLE  6:   Moderator  Schulenberg  stepped  down  to  be  able  to  speak 
to  this  article,  and  Moderator  Pro-Temp  Thomas  Rappa  took  over. 

To  see  if  the  Bath  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $850,000  for  the  purpose  of  construction  additions 
and  making  renovations  to  the  Bath  Village  School,  situated  on  real 
estate  owned  by  the  District,  and,  further  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  site  development,  paying  architectural  and  other  fees, 
for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment  and  furnishings,  and  for  any  other 
items  incidental  to  or  necessary  for  said  construction  and  renova- 
tions; and  that  said  appropriation  be  raised  by  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  bonds  or  notes  on  the  credit  of  the  Bath  School  District  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  Chapter  33  as  amended;  and 
that  the  school  board  be  authorized  to  invest  said  monies  and  to  use 
the  interest  earned  thereon  for  said  project,  and  to  authorize  the 
school  board  to  obtain  state  and  any  other  aid  which  may  be  or 
become  available;  and  to  authorize  the  Bath  School  Board  to  deter- 
mine the  time  and  place  of  payments  of  principle  and  interest,  the 
rate  of  interest,  the  provision  for  the  sale  of  notes  and/or  bonds 
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and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith;  or  to  take  any  other 
action  relative  thereto. 

Richard  Schulenberg  made  a  motion  that  we  raise  and  appropriate 
$850,000  for  the  construction  of  additions  and  renovations  to  The 
Bath  Village  School  as  written  in  Article  6.   Jim  Hann  seconded  the 
motion. 

Schulenberg  explained  the  primary  reasons  for  these  renovations 
were  overcrowding  in  the  school  and  the  safety  of  the  students.  The 
building  committee  had  done  its  best  to  keep  costs  down. 

David  Wright  and  Reg  Smith  both  questioned  the  cost  of  the 
project.   Pat  Glowa  explained  how  the  architects  had  arrived  at  these 
figures.   Tom  Sawyer  asked  what  we  would  do  if  the  final  costs  were 
higher  or  lower  than  the  amount  requested  and  Superintendent  Doug 
McDonald  explained  all  of  our  options.   Richard  Thompson  asked 
whether  the  remaining  land  was  adequate  for  athletic  facilities. 
Former  physical  education  teacher  Diane  Rappa  explained  that  the.re 
was  enough  room.   Architect  Chip  Krause  showed  the  blueprints  and 
answered  questions.   Other  speakers  were  Steve  Locke,  Ernie  Roy, 
Mike  Caragher,  and  Paul  Stimson. 

Reg  Smith  moved  that  we  call  the  question.   This  was  seconded 
by  Pat  Glowa.   After  voice  vote  the  moderator  declared  the  motion 
passed.   Rick  Schulenberg  was  reinstated  as  Moderator  and  the  polls 
were  declared  open  at  9:00  P.M.  to  remain  open  at  least  one  hour  or 
until  10:00  P.M. 

ARTICLE  7:   To  hear  reports  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent, 
Committees,  or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Pat  Glowa  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  reports  as  printed. 
Diane  Rappa  seconded  the  motion,  which  passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  8:   To  see  if  the  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000  to  conduct  an  inspection  for  friable  and  non-friable 
asbestos  and  to  develop  a  management  plan  in  accord  with  the  Asbestos 
Hazard  and  Emergency  Act  of  1986  and  the  regulations  of  the  Environ- 
mental Protection  Agency. 

Bill  Minot  made  a  motion  that  the  district  raise  and  appropriate 

the  $4,000  as  called  for  in  Article  8.   The  motion  was  seconded  by 

Don  Kollisch.   After  a  brief  discussion  the  motion  was  passed  by  a 
voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  9:   To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  District  will  require  the 
installation  and  use  of  seat  belts  on  all  school  vehicles  in  the  Bath 
School  District  beginning  with  1988-1989  school  year,  and  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  and  install  seat  belts, 
(by  petition) 

Pat  Glowa  made  a  motion  that  the  Bath  School  District  require 
the  installation  and  use  of  seat  belts  on  all  school  vehicles  in  the 
Bath  School  District  beginning  with  the  1988-1989  school  year  and 
that  we  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000  for  said  purpose.   Brenda  Minot 
seconded  the  motion.   A  lengthy  discussion  followed.

Pat  Glowa  explained  the  safety  reasons  for  the  use  of  seat  belts. 
Reg  Smith  asked  if  the  article  was  passed  would  seat  belts  continue 
to  be  required  in  the  future.  Ernie  Roy  said  that  monitoring  the  use 
of  the  seat  belts  would  be  too  difficult  for  the  bus  drivers.   Don 
Kollisch  responded  that  in  school  districts  where  belts  were  used  the 
drivers  were  not  having  difficulty.   Comments  pro  and  con  were  added 
by  Louise  Roy,  Steve  Locke,  Paul  Stimson,  Sandra  Peters,  Mike  Caraghei; 
Diana  Ash,  and  David  Wright.   Randall  Burt  made  an  amendmp-nt  to 
require  the  installation  and  optional  use  of  seat  belts  in  the  Bath 
School  District.   This  was  seconded  by  Mike  Caragher.   The  votes  on 
the  amendment  were  as  follows:

The  amendment  was  defeated.   Bill  Minot  moved  that  Article  9  be 
voted  on  by  paper  ballot.   Andy  Magrauth  seconded.   The  results  of 
the  first  ballot  had  to  be  discarded  because  the  number  of  ballots 
did  not  match  the  number  of  votes  checked  off  by  the  clerk.   The 
results  of  the  second  ballot  were  as  follows:   Of  63  votes  cast

no  -  29 

Article  9  was  passed. 

At  10:35  P.M.  the  polls  were  closed  for  the  voting  on  the  bond 
(Article  6) . 

ARTICLE  10:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for,  to  receive  and  accept  on  behalf  of  the 
School  District  such  advances,  grant-in-aid,  or  any  other  funds  for 
educational  purposes  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be  available  or  forth- 
coming from  the  United  States  Government,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire, 
or  any  of  its  municipalities,  or  any  other  state  or  federal  agency 
and  to  expend  the  same  in  accordance  with  RSA  198:20-b  (Supp.). 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  Article  10  be  accepted  as  written 
in  the  Warrant.   The  voice  vote  was  declared  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  11:   To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the  appli- 
cation of  any  unanticipated  income  to  expenses.   A  motion  was  made  by 
Ernie  Roy  that  the  District  vote  to  authorize  the  application  of  any 
unanticipated  income  to  expenses.   Jim  Hann  seconded  the  motion.   It 
passed  by  a  voice  vote. 

At  this  time  the  results  of  the  voting  on  the  bond  issue  was 
given.   Out  of  119  ballots  cast  the  results  were  as  follows, 
yes  -  95 
no  -  24 

The  Moderator  declared  bond  passed  by  more  than  the  necessary 
two  thirds  majority. 

ARTICLE  12:   To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund  together  with  other  income;  the  school 
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board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated 
revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Pat  Glowa  that  the  District  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $543,847.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  School  District  Officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and  to  authorize 
the  application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  State  Foundation  Aid  Fund  together 
with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the 
balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  to  the  town.   It  was  seconded  by 
Diane  Rappa. 

Brief  discussion  followed.  Randall  Burt  questioned  $6,000.  for 
rent.  Ernie  Roy  explained  that  this  was  for  kindergarten  next  year. 
The  motion  was  passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  13:   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting. 

Robert  Hatch  thanked  the  School  Board  and  Building  Committee. 
Pat  Glowa  asked  that  the  Building  Committee  continue  intact  until 
the  building  is  completed.   Alden  Minot  seconded.   The  motion  was 
passed.   The  Moderator  adjourned  the  meeting  at  11:00  P.M.

payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  bet- 
ween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

ARTICLE   9:   To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARIES 

Section  5,  Chapter  243,  Laws  of  1953  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  re- 
quires that  school  district  annual  reports  show  the  total  amount  paid 
to  the  Superintendent  and  Assistant  Superintendents. 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expense  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  Unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuation.   One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  member- 
ship in  the  schools  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30.   The 
Superintendent  of  S.A.U.  #23  during  the  1988-89  school  year  will  re- 
ceive a  salary  of  $59,400.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts.  The  Assistant  Superintendents  will  receive  salaries  of 
$50,613.00  and  $46,440.00  prorated  among  the  several  school  districts.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Bath  School  District,  I  submit  my 
second  annual  report. 

This  past  year  has  been  a  challenging  and  exciting  one  in  School 
Administrative  Unit  23.   The  SAU  has  been  awarded  competitive  grants  in 
the  areas  of  gifted  and  talented  education,  drug  and  alcohol  education 
and  training  for  administrators.   One  of  the  goals  of  the  SAU  has  been 
to  develop  a  coordinated  health  education  program.   Harold  Raskins  has 
been  working  with  a  committee  to  develop  a  comprehensive  K-12  health 
education  curriculum  and  we  have  been  awarded  two  grants  totaling 
$11,454.22  to  purchase  educational  materials  and  to  develop  drug  and 
alcohol  awareness  programs.   A  second  goal  has  been  to  develop  a  gifted 
and  talented  program.   The  SAU  has  received  a  $15,000.  start-up  grant 
to  fund  a  part  time  gifted  and  talented  coordinator  for  the  1988-89 
school  year.   Mrs.  Deborah  Schulenburg  has  joined  our  staff  and  is 
working  to  develop  programs  for  students  and  to  coordinate  staff 
training.   The  SAU  Board,  recognizing  the  needs  of  the  individual 
districts  in  this  area,  voted  to  continue  to  fund  this  position  as  part 
of  the  1989-90  SAU  budget.  We  look  forward  to  continuing  to  expand 
educational  opportunities  for  this  segment  of  our  school  population. 

A  third  goal  of  the  SAU  Administration  is  to  update  and  revise  existing 
curriculum  and  develop  written  curriculum  where  none  presently  exists. 
We  are  now  in  the  process  of  providing  training  in  curriculum 
development  to  administrators  and  teachers  through  a  grant  written  by 
Keith  Pfeifer.   Curriculum  committees  will  be  working  to  insure  that 
our  educational  program  is  coordinated  in  grades  K-12  and  meets  the 
needs  of  our  student  body. 

The  Bath  School  District  has  also  been  awarded  a  $5,449.73  Computer  for 
Teachers  Grant  through  the  Governor's  Initiative  for  Excellence.   This 
grant  provides  computers,  software  and  thirty-six  hours  of  training  for 
the  teachers  in  the  district.   In  addition  to  the  Computer  for  Teacher 
Grant  the  School  Administrative  Unit  (SAU)  has  been  awarded  a  grant  to 
purchase  a  computer  for  each  Chapter  I  Program  and  provide  training  for 
our  Chapter  I  staff.   Chapter  I  which  is  funded  by  a  $134,822  federal 
grant  serves  177  students  throughout  the  SAU. 

The  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District  where  most  Bath  students  in 
grades  7-12  attend  school  has  been  selected  to  participate  in  The  New 
Hampshire  School  Improvement  Program  which  is  sponsored  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Alliance  for  Effective  Schools.   This  Innovative  program  is 
designed  to  help  schools  become  more  effective.   We  believe  that  our 
involvement  in  this  program  will  have  a  positive  impact  on  our 
educational  program  and  will  make  our  good  schools  even  better. 

The  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  District  has  been  able  to  contain 
costs  while  effectively  educating  its  students.   Tuition  at  the  junior 
high  and  senior  high  continue  to  be  significantly  less  than  surrounding 
school  districts.   A  major  problem  facing  the  school  district,  however, 
is  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  junior  high  at  Haverhill  Academy  and  the 
condition  of  the  Alumni  Hall  gymnasium.   The  west  wall  of  Alumni  Hall 
has  buckled  and  the  school  board  has  been  forced  to  close  the  building 
for  safety  reasons.   We  are  presently  holding  physical  education  in  the 
Haverhill  Academy  cafeteria  and  students  are  presently  eating  in  the 
cafeteria.   The  Haverhill  Cooperative  School  Board  and  the 
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administration  have  studied  whether  we  would  be  able  to  combine  grades 
7-12  at  Woodsville  High  School  on  a  temporary  basis  until  a  building 
project  has  been  completed.   After  careful  review  it  has  been 
determined  that  the  district  will  be  able  to  educate  the  7th  and  8th 
grades  at  Woodsville  High  School  and  continue  to  provide  the  same 
educational  program.   At  the  March  23,  1989  annual  Haverhill 
Cooperative  school  district  meeting  the  voters  will  decide  on  whether 
or  not  to  close  Haverhill  Academy  and  transfer  the  Junior  High  to 
Woodsville  High  School.   If  Haverhill  Academy  is  closed  tuition  costs 
will  continue  to  remain  very  competitive  and  Bath  students  7th  and  8th 
grade  will  have  their  bus  ride  shortened  considerably. 

This  year  we  will  be  holding  our  Annual  School  District  Meeting  in  the 
new  school  addition.  We  are  extremely  proud  of  our  new  facility  and 
our  building  project  has  received  state  and  national  recognition.   I 
would  like  to  thank  the  school  board,  faculty,  parents  and  members  of 
the  community  for  your  commitment  to  and  support  of  this  project. 


In  closing  I  would  like  to  recognize  two  individuals  who  have  played  a 
key  role  in  The  Bath  School  District.   Donald  White  after  serving  the 
Bath  Village  School  as  teaching  principal  for  ten  years  has  resigned. 
We  appreciate  his  years  of  service  to  the  district  and  his  commitment 
to  the  children  of  our  school.  We  wish  him  well  in  his  future 
endeavors.  Harold  Haskins,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  for  the 
past  nineteen  years  will  retire  at  the  end  of  the  1988-89  school  year. 
Harry  started  his  career  thirty-two  years  ago  as  a  teacher  in 
Glouchester,  Massachusetts  and  then  taught  in  Manchester  and  Wolburn, 
Massachusetts.   In  September,  1966  Harry  assumed  the  principalship  of 
the  Lincoln-Woodstock  Cooperative  Elementary  Schools  and  four  years 
later  was  promoted  to  the  newly  created  position  of  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools.   In  his  first  annual  report  to  the  districts 
as  Assistant  Superintendent  Harry  wrote,  "I  hope  that  my  new  position 
will  afford  me  continuing  opportunities  to  serve  the  educational  needs 
of  the  children  of  the  ...districts."  As  Assistant  Superintendent 
Harry  Haskins  has  played  a  major  role  In  building  our  school  system  and 
through  his  leadership,  commitment  and  expertise  certainly  served  the 
educational  needs  of  our  children  well.  No  one  can  deny  that  Harry  has 
earned  his  retirement  and  yet  we  all  recognize  that  when  he  retires  a 
part  of  what  has  made  our  schools  so  successful  will  leave  us.  We  wish 
Harry  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement  and  appreciate  that  he  chose  to 
spend  so  many  of  his  professional  years  working  in  SAU  23  to  make  our 
schools  a  better  place  for  children.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

I  herewith  submit  my  nineteenth  annual  report  to  the  voters  of  the 
Bath  School  District. 

The  S.A.U.  #23  Health  Curriculum  Committee  has  had  a  very  busy 
year  implementing  a  coordinated  health  program  in  the  schools  of  our 
districts.   Our  major  emphasis  has  been  in  the  areas  of  Drug  and  Al- 
cohol Education,  Child  Abuse  Education  and  A.I.D.S.  Education,  all  are 
items  of  great  public  concern. 

Here's  Looking  At  You  2000  is  a  broad  based  approach  to  Drug  and 
Alcohol  Education.   The  heart  of  this  program  is  the  teacher's  guides 
with  over  150  lesson  plans  from  kindergarten  through  grade  12.   Each 
grade  level  kit  contains  a  guide  with  complete  instructions.   The  pro- 
gram addresses  known  risk  factors  such  as  drug-using  friends  and  living 
in  a  family  with  chemically  dependent  members.   It  focuses  on  "get 
away"  drugs,  like  alcohol,  nicotine  and  marijuana.   These  materials 
contain  clear  "No  Drug  Use"  messages  for  our  children.   To  date  we 
have  sent  30  of  our  teachers  to  the  three  day  Drug  and  Alcohol  Work- 
shops held  by  the  State.   Here's  Looking  At  You  2000  kits  are  at  work 
in  all  of  our  schools.   Additional  kits  and  training  will  be  provided 
as  become  available. 

In  the  area  of  child  abuse  we  are  using  the  Think  Safe  -  Stay  Safe 
Program  in  grades  kindergarten  through  six.  It  is  a  sexual  abuse  pre- 
vention program  which  emphasizes  what  to  do,  not  what  to  fear.  It  is 
designed  to  provide  the  knowledge,  communication  skills  and  self  con- 
fidence the  children  need  to  avoid  or  stop  abuse.  As  a  result  of  the 
program  children  should  have  the  following  skills: 

1.  Strategies  for  avoiding  sexual  abuse 

2.  Strategies  for  getting  out  of  an  abusive  or  potentially 
abusive  situation 

3.  Ways  to  get  help  and  support 

The  teachers  have  guidebooks  which  enable  them  to  develop  these 
concepts  at  school.   The  program  also  is  designed  to  help  parents 
strengthen  them  at  home. 

Each  school  in  S.A.U.  #23  has  an  A.I.D.S.  Instructional  Guide  com- 
piled by  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York.   This  guide  covers 
all  grade  levels  and  provides  us  with  a  valuable  means  to  educate  our 
children  about  a  disease  for  which  there  is  no  cure.   Such  education 
is  associated  with  moral,  religious  and  legal  values  that  need  to  be 
addressed  as  we  go.   The  instruction  provided  will  be  age  appropriate 
and  will  be  based  on  a  family  life  approach  to  A.I.D.S.  education. 
We  will  try  to  insure  that  this  program  deals  with  the  public  health 
issues  while  reflecting  established  community  values. 

The  S.A.U.  #23  Health  Committee  has  made  significant  progress  in 
getting  a  variety  of  materials  and  information  to  our  children  con- 
cerning these  critical  health  areas.   They  are  to  be  congratulated. 
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This  year  Mrs.  Debbie  Schulenburg  has  been  coordinating  a  program  of 
education  for  our  gifted  and  talented  students  throughout  S.A.U.  //23. 
This  is  an  area  that  has  long  been  neglected.   We  have  made  a  firm 
commitment  to  students  who  show  unusual  ability  not  only  in  academics 
but  in  a  wide  range  of  other  skills  as  well.   As  educators  and  parents 
we  must  be  sensitive  and  perceptive  to  the  abilities  of  these  students 
and  to  help  develop  their  talents.   This  year  we've  made  a  good  be- 
ginning.  I  urge  you  to  become  more  familiar  with  this  worthwhile 
effort. 

The  overwhelming  approval  of  our  bond  issue  at  last  year's  School 
District  Meeting  created  a  landmark  in  the  annals  of  the  Bath  School 
District.   The  new  addition  is  proceding  toward  completion  on  schedule 
with  everyone  eager  to  take  advantage  of  the  new  facilities. 

The  entire  process  from  the  organization  of  the  Building  Committee 
under  the  able  leadership  of  Richard  Schulenburg.  to  the  final  presen- 
tation by  the  Committee  and  the  Board  was  truly  outstanding.   The  Bath 
experience  together  with  the  VCR  tape. used  at  last  year's  meeting  was 
the  basis  for  the  presentation,  "How  to  Sell  a  Bond  Issue"  given  by 
Dr.  Glowa  and  Mr.  Schulenburg  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire 
School  Boards  Association  last  fall. 

A  similar  presentation  will  be  given  by  Dr.  McDonald  and  myself  at 
the  A.A.S.A.  National  Convention  in  Orlando,  Florida  during  the  latter 
part  of  February. 

Since  this  will  be  my  final  report  as  Assistant  Superintendent,  be- 
fore retiring  in  June,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
many  School  Board  Members,  Administrators,  Teachers,  School  Lunch 
Workers  and  Parents  who  have  made  my  nineteen  year  tenure  so  satisfying. 

Likewise,  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Norman  H,  Mullen  and  Dr.  Douglas  B. 
McDonald,  the  two  Superintendents  for  whom  I  had  the  good  fortune  to 
work.   Both  are  fine  gentlemen  and  extremely  competent  educational 
administrators . 

I  owe  you  all  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude.
